Drawings 

1 . Figures 1 -3 should be designated by a legend such as -Prior Art- because only 
that which is old is illustrated. See MPEP § 608.02(g). Corrected drawings in 
compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in reply to the Office action to avoid 
abandonment of the application. The replacement sheet(s) should be labeled 
"Replacement Sheet" in the page header (as per 37 CFR 1 .121(d)) so as not to obstruct 
any portion of the drawing figures. If the changes are not accepted by the examiner, the 
applicant will be notified and informed of any required corrective action in the next Office 
action. The objection to the drawings will not be held in abeyance.

3. Should show holes 313, 314 in figure 4 this could be done dotted lines.

5. The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: 

6. Throughout specification, discussions are unclear and non-enabling: on page 4, 
lines 16 and 17, "metal retaining elastomer" is unclear. Lines 20-21, how the middle 
cover is used too position wire is unclear. Lines 27-28, "so as to buckle a respective one 
of the metal retaining elastomer" is unclear, holes are for passages of the terminals not 
for positioning wires. On page 5, lines 4-14 are unclear, lines 15-16, "a backside of the 
terminal" is unclear. 

Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

7. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 1 2: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled In the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

8. Claims 1-3 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to comply 
with the enablement requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter, which was not 
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described in the specification in such a way as to enable one skilled in the art to which it 
pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and/or use the invention. 

9. Claim 1 , how this "a middle cover" used is unclear. And it is not disclosed as to 
just how the device is formed so that the terminals are not expanded is unclear. Claim 
1 , middle cover with via hole use is unclear, how the holes are used to locate the wires 
is unclear. 

1 0. Claim 2, lines 5-1 3 are unclear and not sure what applicant refer to? Also what 
are "the copper silks"? Claim 2 just how device prevents slots from being expanded is 
unclear. 

1 1 . Claim 3, is not clear discussed in the specification of how the PVC cover is fixed 
of how holes 31 1 related to the terminals no latches are seem on terminals for fixing the 
cover. 

1 2. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 1 2: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter, which the applicant regards as his invention. 

13. Claims 1-3 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

14. Claim 1-3 are confusingly expressed and just what limitations are intended to be 
set forth is unclear. For example: 

1 5. Claim 1 , lines 3-4, "a respective metal retaining elastomer" is unclear. 

16. Claim 1 , line 13, "buckle a respective one of the metal elastomer" is unclear. 

1 7. Claim 1 , term "plastic" is incorrect, what plastic is referred to?
